People who have been on the 
American River nike trail or over Guy 
West Bridge lately have probably 
noticed heavy construction in the 
vicinity. The construction is part of a

The section of Jed Smith Dr. in 
question ranges from the Fish and 
Game building to College Town 
Drive. On this section there are no 
signs indicating ‘no parking’ but 
nonetheless parking there is in 
violation of Section Il b of the campus 
parking and traffic regulations. It 
states “Parking is available only 
where posted and is controlled as 
posted. Parking is permitted only in 
areas with corresponding colored 
CSUS decal and parking control 
signs . 


Parking Administrator James 
Leese stated at the beginning of the 
schoo! year when decaled parking 
spots were filled, campus police 
heiped students park off of the road 
on Jed Smith Dr. in the grassy area 
across from the stadium. But after a 
couple of weeks, peopie were parking 
in the illegal zone while ap 
proximately 500 decaled spots were 
left vacant. Since the decaled lots had 
vacancies, Leese said that it was now 
time ti cite the illegal parkers 


First year student Chris Winchell, 
one of the persons ticketed in the 
crackdown said “It's a real hassle 
when you Can't find a place to park for 
aQ9am. class” 


Some students feel the lack of “no 
parking” signs in the area is part of the 
problem. Yelverton described the 
reason for no signs, “The more signs 
you put up the less they (students) 
read, and where it is obvious, we feel 
no necessity for putting up a sign” 


Leese added that the department 
spent $180 putting up signs at the 
campus entrances. These signs state 
the traffic and parking laws 


John Cox, associate vice president 
for administration and business af- 
fairs gave one reason for slow expan- 
sion in the number of parking spots 
The grassy area below the Fish and 
Game building is siated or the cam- 
pus master plan as being a paved, 
legal parking area. Cox stated that 
there has been a delay in builcing the 
lot because of the construction of a 
high pressure sewage line which will 
pass through the proposed! lot.

But when asked how many 
decals were sold, Leese did not know 
But Surra said “The number of 
stickers sold is usually around 
10,000" and added that “we sell 
decals to anyone who wants one, we 
do not limit the amount of decals.”

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Kitano: Japanese- 
Americans with 
‘no real power’ 


Japanese - Americans are satisfied with second and 
third best in the American social system. They are visable 
in the system but have no real power. Japanese - 
Americans have developed into a middieman minority 

This is part of a hypothesis presented by (Dr. Harry H. L. 
Kitano to a smali group in the University Union, Monday. 
Kitano, a professor of sociology and social welfare at the 
University of California, Los Angeles, gave an informal 
lecture sponscred by the Visiting Scholars Program and 
EOP. He threw out ideas and then asked for audience par- 
ticipation. 

As for his middleman minority theory, he said, “If you 
have a visable minority, small in number but with certain 
cultural almost instincts of hard work, mobility, 
achievement, you begin to get the development of a mid- 
dieman minority and | think this is what we almost see for 
the Japanese.” 

According to Kitano Japanese - Americaris see the 
desirability of moving up in the social system bist once in 
the middle they are satisfied with just that. Kitano said, “Is 
this the mobility of a middleman minority group who will 
somehow stop in the middle always being denied the 
upper ladders of the system? 

He went on, “And developing almost a middleman 
psychology which means now you're satisfied with 
second and third best deferring in a sense to the people on 
top and still looking down on the people of the bottom.” 
Kitano gave Senator Hayakawa as an example of a mid-

no problem winning the case. We're 
protected by the first amendment,” 
explained Rye 

Rye’s optimism is not shared by all 
factions of the County Awareness 
Center though. Paul Childs, president 


of the youth corporation within the | 


center said, “We couid really lose our 
ass in this case, Rye shouldn't have 
run the series without our permission, 
we're his publisher you know.” The 
corporation actually does fund the 
Frog five percent of its total working 
budget, and have always argued that 
this funding gives them control of the 
center's publication. 


Other members of the center's of- | 


ficial hiearchy also feel threatened by 
Cupboard’s pending suit. “We're go- 
ing to get our intern lawyer to talk with 
them, and see if we can't work out a 
settiernent of some kind,” said Merry 
McMac, chairman of the center's 
board of directors. “We also may be 
taking disciplinary actions towards

Jimmy James, head janitor for the 
center, said “| don't like that group of 
mountain monkies any more than the 
next guy, but this case could dissolve 
the corporation. We have to do anyth- 
ing we can to get this Cupboard dude 
off our backs — and out of the cour- 
troom.” 

Cupboard has noted that he may 
be agreeable to some kind of under 
the table settlemerit, but added it 
would have to right all the wrongs 
done by the Frog article, and then 
some. “! don't want to really say 
anything on the matter yet, I'll let our 
lawyers and their intern talk awhile 
first,” said Cupboard. 

Rye has said he would fight any 
attempt by the ycuth corporattion to 
force him to run a retraction of any 
kind. “There was nothing libelous in 
the articie damnit, we had 
photographs accompanying the story 
that displayed proof of ali Spruce's 
accusations. For the corporation to 
force me to run something like this 
would be a violation of freedom of the 
press.” 

But according to Childs, “the Frog 
is the voice of the corporation, and is 
mandated to do what we tell them to 
do. “i don't care if Rye doesn’t feel it's 
right or unethical, we're taiking about 
the financial salvation of the cor- 
poration. That has to be the number 
one priority in getting through this 
predicament.”

Long ago and not so far away, 
there was a land called Plotz. It was a 
nice place to live. The inhabitants had 
about everything they needed, as well 
as a lot they didn't need, which they 
felt was their constitutional right. The 
first article of the Plotz Constitution 
said “Congress shall make no law 
separating the governed from their 
inalienable right to accumulate as 
much junk as they want.” Since this 
was the basic principle upon which 
the nation was founded, Plotzers 
spent most of their time pursuing the 
material wealth they knew would br- 
ing them happiness and contentment 

In the nation’s early history there 
was much exciting competition to see 
who could get the most the quickest. 
Empires were built overnight by 
enterprising Plotzers.

Thus, you must be aware thatthe 
rate of incidence of homosexual! ad- 
vances of teacher to student is ab- 
solutely minimal, and this might even 
be an overstatement. Thus the fiqures 
do not back up the concern. Further, 
the concern over this particular issue 

| must be seen as ared herring. Rather, 
the real issue behind Prop. 6 is the 
conservative backlash against the 
‘liberalism” of the 1960s, that those 
conservative, reactionary forces have 
been bouyed up by the recent 
success of the repressive Prop. 13

For those unfamiliar with the sport 
of cross - country running let me des- 
cribe a typical race 

The start of any race more resem- 
bles a riot or intense protest march 
than an organized sporting event. For 
the first mile all the teams seem to be 
running together like a horde of angry 
Hessians looking for someone or 
something to conquer 

After this chaotic beginning the 
race usually settles down and for the 
last three or four miles 30 weary war- 
riors appear to be chasing one or two 
poor individuals who happen to be 
leading the race. Finally, striding 
onto the track for one last lap, some 
runners madly sprint and others look 
behind them hoping they won't be 
caught by someone madly sprinting 

Once in the finish chute they are

tic coaches who anxiously tally up the 
scores. While the coaches are com- 
paring scores the runners jog ex- 
tremely slowly for a mile or two ex- 
changing their interpretations of the 
race and the hardships that had to be 
endured 

They now appear to be anything 
but angry Hessians, laughing and jok- 
ing and looking very harmiess 

One final note on watching cross - 
country meets. dedicated cross - 
country fans come to a race in run- 
ning shoes prepared to sprint to the 
more advantageous vantage points 

For the outcome of a cross - coun- 
try meet is often determined out on 
the trails far from the finish in the 
stadium

One man held nearly 1.600 people 
enthralled for two hours Sunday 
leaving them stunned 

The man was Vincent Price. play- 
ing Oscar Wilde in Diversions and 
Delights by John Gay 

The Community Center crowd 
greeted Price with a_ sustained 
Ovation, which he accepted in 
character. “You have come to see Os- 
car Wilde in the wicked flesh and here 
you have him, |am yours for the even- 
Ing as such,’ he said, turning to 
present all sides to the audience's 
view 

He then bestowed upon them a line 
from Wilde's greatest play, The /m 
portance of Being Earnest: “If | am 
slightly overdressed | make up for it 
by being immensely overeducated ' 

The one - man show was presented 
as a lecture by Oscar Wilde in Paris 
1899 — a year before he died. Most of 
the lines were quotations from 
Wilde's letters, writings and 
speeches 

He “lectured” on the meaning of 
art, the national traits of Americans 
and Englishmen, the folly of taking 
advice and the technique of lying, and 
reminisced about his life. work and 
love 

Price's timing and infiection were 
superb. Telling of the various cities he 
visited during his visit to the “states 
that they cali United,” he enunciated 

xaggeratediy and disparagingly, 

And as for the city of In - di - an-ap- 
0 -\Is,” paused and ended with an ap- 
palled, “Oh, my God” 

“America has never quite forgiven 
Europe for being discovered first,” he 
continued, adding with glee, 
“America wasn't discovered at all — it 
was detected.” 

He told of a lecture on art that he 
gave in the Colorado town of Lead-

The atmosphere was relaxed and 
the lyrical sounds of mandolin, guitar, 
and tambourine filled the air.

Their first dance 
was called “Sirto.” “When you think 
of Greek dancing you think of Sirto” 
said Sophia Tzanakakis, one of the 
“Maids” and also a sopnomore at 
CSUS. Next came the Kritiko Sirto, 
an authentic dance from Crete. This 
was followed by Sirtaki, better known 
as Zorba’s dance. Although the 
music got a little fast - paced at times, 
the dancers performed it slowly and 
gracefully. Finally, there was the Pen- 
tozali. This is an energetic dance 
which Cretans used to release their 
frustrations. : 

The second dancing troupe was 
the Olympians. These were older and 
more professional. Unlike the 
previous dancers, their group in- 
cluded two men who performed one 
dance together while the others 
clapped in support. 

The music for the dancing was 
supplied by the Gousetis Band who

Old and new

Even though the show started 
nearly a half - hour late and the inter- 
mission lasted 35 minutes instead of 
the announced 20. the enthusiasm in 
the Community Center Theater was 
hardly dimmed When Maynard 
Ferguson finally fired up his thirteen - 
orece orchestra. the crowd dis- 
covered the wait was worthwhile 

Striding onstage wearing a white 
three - piece suit, Ferguson, known 
for his stratoscopic range on the 
trumpet, took his place in front of the 
band What followed was the “elec- 
trifyingly live” performance the pre - 
concert publicity had promised 

Opening with “Give It One,” the 
young orchestra, with Maynard in 
command, proceeded to tantalize the 
senses of the near - capacity crowd, 
consisting of young and not - so - 
oung, with “old” Ferguson ar- 
angements as wel! as numbers from 
his recent album, Carnival 

Throughout the show Ferguson 
danced, waved his horn around, 
joked with the band and most 
significantly, blew the horn as no 
other The audience sat in awe and 
cheered him on as he climbed higher 
and higher reaching notes reserved 
for a piccolo or dog whistle And 
instead of becoming weaker as he 
played, he became stronger and 

limbed higher still 

Ferguson is a maste” showman as 
well as a great leader me showcased 
the talented members of his band -- 
most had never played in Sac- 
ramento. Two were performing with 
him for the first time -- giving each at 
least one solo and recognizing them 
before and after their turn in the 
spotlight 

Each soloist was outstanding, but 
two who especially stood out were 
Bobby Militello, on flute, and Eric 
Traub, On soprano and tenor sax 
Militello caressed, hummed 
whispered and blasted notes through 
his flute in an extended solo that 
highlighted the show's final number 
‘Pagliacch: Traub, on saxaphone 
nearly blew the audience away with a 
tidal wave of notes that seemed to 
pour endlessly out his horn 

Neediess to say, Maynard 
Ferguson is the star of the show. And 
he couldn't leave out the songs that 
made him a star Primal Scream” 
and “Gonna Fly Now” the Grammy - 
nominated song from the movie 
Rocky that was his first and only top - 
40 hit. Rocky catapulted him from a 
virtual unkown playing $3 50 - a- seat

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Taking care of business: 
A dope dealer's story

As you turn left onto La Riviera Drive, you're getting a 
little edgy. . . casually glancing in the rear view for cops. 

You pass two stop signs and then turn right. A string of 
apartments and condos crowd the streets. 

You park your car and go to apartment C. A knock on 
the door brings a 19 year old history major to answer it. 
Don Beach (not his real name) is 5 feet, 11 inches, with 
jong, straight, brown hair parted down the middie. He 
greets you attired in shorts and a Yes tour ‘77 T - shirt. 


“Ali right! What's happenin!” 
Then comes the ritual handshake - clasping thumbs, 
















gripping the hands and hooking the fingertips. 
You are welcomed into the apartment of a drug supplier 
» CSUS students. 















| The fiving room is modestly furnished. A beige couch 
p a brown shag carpet dominates the room. Two chairs 
owed from the dining room also occupy the room. 
Don is from a working class suburb south of Los 
. He's a little spooked by the prospect of being 


interviewed for the paper, but relaxes when assured his 
real name and address will not De used in the story 


Beach started smoking marijuana at the age of 12, and 
got into dealing his sophomore year in high school 


“It was so easy to pay $90 for a pound anc come away 
with $70 profit,” Beach recalled. “My mom thought | was 
real popular with the guys. People were always coming 
over... . | guess she didn't notice they didn’t stay too 
long.” 

After that Don went through a series of dealing ex- 
periences with what he calls “bum drugs” — ange! dust 
(PCP), synthetic THC and amy! nitrate. 

“Poppers (amy! nitrate) sent me on a two minute trip,” 
the dealer said. “Dust and cannib (THC) did about the 
same thing. Everything goes into slow motion, you lose 
your peripheral vision and get super paranoid.” 

“After doing that shit for two months,” he continued, “it 
got so bad | forgot my name in class one day. | told the 
teacher | had to go to the nurse. | went to my sister's house. 
I don't remember, but she told me | was beating the hell out 
of her couch and screaming ali night. | decided that ! didn’t

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want to kill any more brain cells. | don't touch that stuff 
anymore.” 

At the beginning of his senior year, Don noticed the 
supply of $90 - a - pound commercial Mexican marijuana 
was drying up. in fact, by mid - year it had disappeared 

‘| guess the Mexican government went wild and burned 
everything,” he related "pretty soon everything was Thai 
Stick and Lumbo 

Tcuwards the end of the summer of '77 Don laid plans for 
his freshman year at CSUS 

| didn't want to work while | was in school,” he ex- 
plained, “so | tock the money my mom gave me for the 
dorm payment and bought a pound of Columbian. | picked 
it up for $475 and made $325. | could have made a lot more 
money last year, but | just kicked back on my cash.” 

Although he wasn't into heavy dealing last year, Don 
made some important connections through the dorms 

‘| found out a lot of people were into the same kind of 
drugs | was,” he observed. “Quay Lewds (quaaludes), 
black beauties and cross tops (speed), whites (am- 
phetemines), cocaine, hash and acid (LSD) were all things 
| could score quantities of. | just didn't have the capital to 
invest. So | saved all summer and got a stake.” 

At this point, Don begins to sound like a businessman 

| decided to cash in on the market,” he said proudly. “I 
mean, people knew who | was and respected me. | 
wouldn't rip anybody because you don't get their business 
back that way.” 

“! also tike to undercut the competition with mari- 
juana,” he continued, “because that gives the buyer 
impetus to get it from me. Besides, | like money, but I’m not 
greedy. So it works out to cut a $50 ounce to $45 because | 
still make my money and the customer is more than happy 
to come back for more candy.” 

Although Beach likes to cut prices on pot, he never 
does with more exotic drugs. Rather, he believes that 
quality determines the salability of those commodities. 

“t've bought and seen a lot of bunk drugs,” Beach com- 
plained, “but if you can consistently supply quality, people 
will actually thank you.” 

What about the morality of selling dangerous drugs? 

“First of all,” Don began, “! don't believe they are 
dangerous unless you abuse them.” He paused and 
pointed to his head. “You've got to be in good shape here 
as well as physically |'m not anybody's mother, but if a 
person doesn't have their shit together mentally, I'm not 
going to sei! them any acid. Of course, if they're out of 
shape, ' would hope they realize the consequences of tak- 
ing drugs or even drinking in that condition. | mean it's 
hectic enough when you're in good shape.” 

Then who do you sell to? 

“tt depends on how well | know someone,” he pointed 
out. “Of course | don't sell to peopie | don't know, and third 
parties can only get my stuff through peopie | trust. There 
are only 10 or 12 of those, but they bring me enough 
business that ! don’t have to walk around parties or dances: 
trying to sel!. That's a sure bust.” 

Don has never had a brush with the law, but with the 
drugs that he is into now he has reason to be paranoid. He 
believes in a radical revision of current drug laws. 

“| think the government should set up a drug dis- 
tribution center,” Beach commented. “We wouidn't havea 
heroin problem if they did. Look at it this way — I’m on 
heroin and | need the garbage. | go to a shady dealer who 
charges tremendous prices for a questionable product. 
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makes it not just entertainment, but an experience!’ 

The audience is invited to participate by attending the 
faire costumed as a noble, a peasant or a member of 
England's rising middie class. Contests in the opening 
weeks of the faire award participants for their originality tr 
costuming 

And still there is more. Booths boasting authentic olde 
English foods line the village. Hundreds of applications 
compete yearly for the 30 food stails at the faire. Careful 
research goes into the preparation of all foods — everyth 
ing from beef ribs and turkey legs to fresh fruits and exotic 
sweets 

Handmade crafts are in abundance also. Vendors offer 
woven cotton hammocks, rustic brooms, velvet cloaks 
sundials. duicimers and art work of all kinds for purchase 

Games too are offered for the fun - seeker. ‘Drench-a 
Wench’ and ‘Soak - a - Bloke’ are among the popular 
events of the faire A gentleman can take aim at a bevyof 
16th century beauties with a sponge in a huge slingshot 
and attempt to Drench -a-Wench ‘His prize is a kiss from 
the wench he strikes, but ‘not on the place he strikes! 

A master chessman plays eight games of ches 
simultaneously with willing participants Archery wi 
crossbows and golf on ‘ye olde links’ 1s available to tho 
with a taste for ancient games 

The idea of the faire is fun.” says Phyllis Pattersor 
‘Historians often seem to forget the humor of everyday |i 
in their books We forget that people are sti! the san 
though their ways of problem solving have changed | 

And indeed, history does seem to come alive as « 
strolls through the grounds of the Renaissance Pleasu 
Faire. Itisaslice of Merry Olde England in amodern - day 
world The actors no longer act -- they become their roles 

- inviting you to breathe the life and times around you 
Getting caught up in it all is inevitable, as a gentieman ir 
velvet doublet and cloak catches your eibow as you Slit 
and warns. “Sweet mistress. take a care. lest ye fall on the 
uneven ground 

For a moment, itis 1578 and you are but a lad or lass 
The Renaissance Pleasure Faire is working its magic 
again and hopefully will for years to come 


Now, to pay for my habit, I'm gonna havé to steal or extort 
unless I'm rich. If | can go to a government supervised 
drug center, | can get free heroin and not have to worry 
about quality, purity or hepatitis. If most of the addicts go 
to the centers, then street heroin drastically drops in price 
and the dealers go out of business. No new addicts and no 
black market. It's called eliminating the problem 

Moving from the living room to the bedroom, Don 
produces a key to a trunk, which is chained to the box spr- 
ing of his bed. An extensive bong collection decorates one 
wall. A poster of ants smoking a roach graces the close! 
door. 

Don opens the trunk and pulls out three game boxes 
He also has a wooden chess board which folds on hinges 
in the middle. Inside, where the pieces should be located 
sit 14 ounces of “Columbian Gold” in separate ziptoc 
bags 

in the boxes is a collection of drugs surpassed only by 
Hunter S. Thompson's home stash 

One hundred and twenty prescription quaaiudes, one 
ounce of fiake cocaine, two 100 - tab sheets of blotter acid, 
three different small pill botties containing seconals 
tuinals, and valium, a plastic “coke” snorter gun, 10 packs 
of rolling papers, a triple beam balance and a package of 
zipioc bags. You can't help but be overwhelmed. The only 
thing missing is any type of uppers, but Beach explained 
that he jiost that connection for the present time 

With a grin, Don explains the marketable characteris: 
tics of his supply. 

“These quaaludes aren't really going too well right 
now,” he said with a frown. “I guess a lot of people on cam- 
pus haven't found out what the LA disco people and the 
White House folks have known for a while.” 

If Dr. Bourne's favorite prescription isn't selling well, 
Beach is making up for it with the cocaine. 

“This is the second ounce I've scored since I've been 
here,” he said. “At $10 agram, | sold it in four days and had 
to turn down sales of at least 10 grams since then." 

As a recreational drug, cocaine has been a big seller 
But what about LSD? 

“t cannot believe the response to this stuff,” he replied. 
“I sold some of this to some old - time heads from '68.” 

They thanked me for scoring this for them. | mean it's 
not radical ‘L’; you don’t see lizards crawling out of 
people's heads. It’s just a mellow fry, total body rush, trails 
from moving objects, great colors and the sense that 
everything is outrageously hilarious.” 

On the surface, Don is a normal college student. He 
may be in one of your classes or you may see him at a par- 
ty. You probably don’t have any idea of his occupation. He 
seems to know what he wants and is doing exactly that. 

“fll seli all this stuff in a month,” he summarized. “After 
that I'll kick back with enough money to pay all my bills, in- 
cluding rent and food and stil! have a $1,000 in the bank.” 

For generations Americans have made money in the 
black market — from privateering during the Amerioan 
revolution to rum - running during prohibition. Don Beach 
has stepped into a market as lucrative as any of the past. 
He believes what he's doing is right. And Wt he remagee 
alert, and lucky, he can avoid the law. 

“Bad laws are made to be broken,” he preached. You 
leave the apartment shaking your head. 

You waik out to your car and cast an eye for a black 
Plymouth Fury with a four foot radio antenna. You can't 
hetp but think — eventually one will be there.
